Washington, December 6.—The pro- 
visional arrest of Juan.Sanchez Azco- 
na, once a member of the Mexican con- 
gress, journalist and a member of orfe 
of the best Lnown famtifes of Mexico, 
was procured here today by direction 
of the department of justice on repre- 
sentations made by the Mexican gov- 
ernment declaring that a warrant with 
a charge of obtaining money under 
false pretenses had been issued for 
him in Mexico and that documents 
containing further details were on 
their way to Washington. 

Vengeful Purpose Charged. 

No political significance, it was said, 
at the Mexican embassy, attaches to 
the arrest, but Gustavo A. Madero, 
supported by other frtends of Azcona 
here, “harged that the “circumstances 
of the cases are trivial’ and that “be- 
hind it all is the vengeful purpose of 
the Diaz administratron to get pos- 
session of Azcona because of his ac- 
knowledged connection with anti-Diaz 
newspaper attacks of the last three 
years.” 

Azcona is a son of the late Senor 
Azcona, former Mexican minister io 
Italy, Guatemala and the Argentine re- 
public. He came here November 21 
from San Antonio, Texas, where his 
consultations with Franctsco I. Made- 
ro, leader of the Mexican revolution, 
were an open secret. He has been as- 
sociated here with Gustavo I. Madero, 
a brother of the revolutionist leader. 

What Azcona Says. 

Azcona said that the incident in 
which charges have been preferred 
against him occurred four years ago 
and that his part in the affair was 
merely of a witness. He asserted that

Georgia Reform League 
Behind Movement. 


Executive Committee of the 
League Will Ask the Present 
Grand Jury and Next Grand 
Jury to Recommend Court, 
Thus Complying With Law.

At least she will get the court uniess 
the plans of the Georgta Prevention 
and Reform League miscarry, which, it 
is believed, is not likely to occur. 

Pursuant to this plan, the executive 
committee of the league wil] appear 
before the grand jury, which is now in 
session, for the purpose of asking that 
body to recommend the establishment 
of such a court. In event of compli- 
ance the same request will be made to 
the next grand jury, and iff this body 
also makes a favorable report, the 
juvenile court will be assured.

Un- 
less th: culprit is found to be incor- 
rigible the latter course will be pur- 
sued.

General Interred Like 
Sir John Moore.

Gallant United States Soldier 
Interred by Light of Lanterns 
in Blinding Snowstorm---Oc- 
casion Unique in the History 
of Army. 


West Point, N. Y., December 6.— 
Brigadier Genera]' Wesley Merritt, U. 
S. A., retired, twenty-first superin- 
tendent of the United States Military 
academy, was buried here tonight by 
lamplight with the military honors 
of his rank. 

His body was laid beside that of 
his wife in the military reservation 
cemetery. 

There was no service in the chapel 
of the academy, as had been planned. 
The special car bringing the body 
from Washington was delayed by the 
storm, and the hour was so late it 
was deemed wisest to make the cere- 
monies as brief as the due dignities 
would allow. Officers who have at- 
tended every military funefal within 
the last thirty years could recal] no 
other held by lamplight. 

As the regulatio provide, the fife 
and drum corps, folljwed by the cadet 
corps, fell in at the front on the ap- 
peararicte of the coffin. The fifers’ 
breath froze on their instruments as 


‘they shrilled the slow measures of 
the dead march. Behind them clanked 
the escorting battery. Then came the 
coffin, -draped in the colors the body 
it inclosed had served for a lifetime, 
followed by the pallbearers, mourners 
.and attending civilians. Ag the long 
‘ procession moved through the dark- 
ness, the flash of the minute gun glared 
for an instant across the shrouded 
fields and the dull jar of the report 
pounded solemnly against the moun- 
tains. Thirteen guns were fired. 

Lanterns guidéd the procession to 
the grave, and there, while the mourn- 
ers stood bareheaded in the snow, the 
coffin was lowered into its resting 
place, the words of the burial service 
were spoken; three crashing volleys 
echoed across the river; the bugle 
sounded “taps” and again the minute 
guns took up their count: 

Wesley Merritt was born in New 
York June 16, 1836, and was appointed 
to the military academy from Illinois 
in 1856. } 

He was graduated from the class 
of 1860 and immediately plunged into 
the civil war. 
his record was one continuous series 
of promotions. 

General Merritt was six times bre- 
vetted in the volunteer service and the 
regular army for gallant and merito- 
rious conduct on the field. He served 
in the battles of Gettysburg, Cold 
Harbor, Five Forks and countless 
others: rode with Sheridan on his fa- 
mous raid, and was present at Ap- 
pomattox courthouse when General 
Lee tendered his surrender to General 
Grant. 

He was mustered out in 1866 with 
the rank of major general, and took 
rank in the regular army as lieuten- 
ant colonel. In 1876, as a colonel, he 
saw service in the Indian campaigns 
at Stim Butte. S. D.. and at Indian 
creek, Wyoming. 

From 1882 to 1887 he was superin- 
tendent at West Point when he was 
promoted to be brigadier general,

and $100,000 for the Savannah river. 
Brunswick harbor gets $30,000. 

For completing the wall around the 
United States penitentiary at Atlanta 
and the new part of the prison, $233,- 
080 is recommended, of which amount 
$75,000 is for the wall. The policy of 
employing prison labor so far as possi- 


ble in this work will be continued. The}; 


balance of the appropriation is for 


subsistence. 

The appropriation of $600,000 recom- 
mended by the chief of engineers of 
the army, for completing the sea wal] 
at Fort Screven, near Savannah, ap- 
proved April 10 last, was reduced by 
the secretary of war to nothing. 

The foilewing appropriations 
public buildings were approved: 

Milledgeville, Ga., $30,000; Newnan, 
$7,500; Rome, $12,000; Waycross, $10,- 
000: Griffin, $10,000; LaGrange, $320,000. 

Under the head of rivers and har- 
bors, the following appropriations were 
recommended: 

Improving Sapelo harbor, $11,000; 
improving Altamaha and Ocmulgee 
rivers, $30,000; improving. Flint river, 
$7,600; improving Chattanoochee river, 
as a whole $265,000; improving water- 
Way between Savannah and Fernan- 
dina, $30,000; improving Coora river, 
by construction of lock and dam at 
Mayo’s bar, near Rome, Ga., $121,039; 
continuing construction of lock No. 4 
and dam No. 6, $150,000. Total 271,039.

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IN CATHOLIC LAW 


Important Decrees by the 
Pope Are Announced 
in New York. 


New York, December 6.—Changes in 
the ecclesiastical law of the Roman 
Catholic church as promulgated by 
Pope Pius X., were announced to the 
clergy of the archdiocese of New York 
today at the triennia] synod held at St. 
Patrick’s cathedral. More than 600 
priests attended. 

The most important decree is the 
“maxima cura,’ decided upon. by the 
consistorial congregation at Rome, 
which takes from the-bishop or arch- 
bishop of a diocese or archdj#-ese, re- 
spectively, the power to rem@ve @ pas- 
tor. Hereafter the powerg*f removal 
will rest with the “de a sione paro- 
chi,” which consists of sf priests be- 
sides the archbishops. 

Nine reasons for the removal of a 
priest have been decided upon by the 
consistorial congregation at Rome. As 
announced they are: 

Perpetual insanity, such unfitness or 
ignorance as rendered him incapable 
of performing his duties; permanent 
physica] or mental infirmities; the ani- 
mosity of the people when it renders 
his work useless and is likely to con- 
tinue; loss of reputation; a hidden 
crime; bad administration; gross neg- 
lect continued after warnings, and dis- 
obedience of the bishop if ‘continued 
after one or two warnings. 

Another change announced in the 
canon laws of the church is that per- 
taining to the age at which children 
may receive first holy communion. 
Heretofore it has. been the custom 
among priests in the English-speaking 
countries not to administer the sacra- 
ment unless a child is between the ages 
of 10 and 12. 

The decree issued makes it impera- 
tive for priests the world over to pre- 
pare children so they may receive the 
first sacrament upon attaining the age 
of reason, which is 7, and in some 
cases 6.

CHANGES ARE MADE [WAS JUDGE WRIGHT 


~ JOLLYING. MACON? 


That Js the Consensus 
of Opinion of Citi- 
zens of Rome. 


Rome, Ga., December 6.—(Special.)— 
Judge Moses Wright’s declaration that 
there is no sentiment itn north Geor- 
gia favorable to the removal of the 
state capitol from Atianra to Macon 
made in the course of an address in 
Macon .donday night created great 
surprise in this city today. 

If Juuce Wright meant to say that 
there is no sentiment decidedly mani- 
fest either for or against the removal] 
of the capitol he may be correct, be- 
cause the citizens of Kome have ]00k- 
ed upon the agitation for the removal 
of the capitol 1.ore as a joke .than 
otherwise, and there has not been a 
great deal of comment of a serious 
nature one way or the other concern- 
ing it. 

Expressions of opinion about the 
streets today among the few who take 
Judge Wright’s remarks seriously are 
not generally favorable to the idea. 
The truth is, the proposition is looked 
upon as little short of ansurd. 

The impression in Rome is that 
Judge Wright was speaking for him- 
self alone, and was not seeking to 
convey the idea that he had reason to 
suspect that north Georgia would look 
with favor upon a proposal to remove 
the capital to Macon. If a vote of 
Floyd county could be had today upon 
this question, it is sure that the vote 
to leave the capitol in Atlanta would 
be overwhelming. 

Some of Judge Wright’s friends in- 
sist that he was only jollying Macon, 
being at the moment a guest of the 
Elks’ lodge of that city. 

Speaking of this matter this after- 
noon, a prominent Roman said: “I did 
not know that this proposal was look- 
ed upon in any serious manner. Macon 
is a mighty nice town, and is, of 
course, centrally located. But Atlanta 
is so far and away the leading city of 
the state, the leading city of the 
south, indeed, that I do not suspect 
one Georgian in a dozen would advo- 
cate the removal of the capital to any 
other place. Atlanta is known all over 
the world, it is a city of great re- 
sourcefulness and wonderful progress. 
It is the capital, and will be the cap-" 
ital for many years to come. 

“Perhaps Macon has some grudge 
against Atlanta, but the people of 
Georgia are not going to gratify that 
grudge by giving Macon the capital 
without some reason, not now appar- 
ent, much more adequate. Judge 
Wright’s*remarks doubtless were made 
in a pleasant vein. He was anxious 
to be agreeable and to hit upon some 
chord popular in Macon at the mo- 
ment. I do not think many of his 
Rome friends will take him seriously, 
even half way seriously, in this mat- 
ter, and I do not suppose he wishes 


them to. This statement about sizes 
up the general opinion in Rome.” 


The Macon Tebegraph of Tuesday 
quoted Judge Wright as follows: 

“Do not line up the men of north 
Georgia against this removal proposi- 
tion until you hear from them. I have 
not heard anywhere in the north, since 
this agitation started, any sentimeni 
against it. I have heard a great many 
express themselves as for it. This is 
not necessarily a central and souta 
Georgia project. Show the people of 
north Georgia that you have a logical 
and reasonable claim on the capital and 
they will support you to the last ditch, 
even though Atlanta is our next-door 
neighbor.

To Succeed the Late 
| United States: Senator 
McEnery. 


Batpn Rouge, La., December ‘.— 
Judge John R. Thornton, of Alexan- 
dria, was elected United States sena- 
tor today by the Louisiana general aS8- 
sembly, sitting in separate bodies, to 
succeed the late Samuel D. McEnery. 
The legislature will meet in joint ses- 
sion tomorrow to declare the result. 

Judge Thornton received a total vote 
of 061—32 in the senate, and 74 in 
the house. The remaining candidates 
polled the following vote: 

Congressman R. F. Broussard, senate 
5; house 23. 

L. E. Thomas, member of the legis- 
lature from Caddo parish, senate none; 
house 11. 

John D. Wilkinson, 
senate 2, house 6b. 

One vote was cast in the 
Governor Sanders. 

The election followed a spirited cam- 
paign of five days waged by the allied 
“insurgents” against Judge Thornton, 
supported by the governor. Judge 
Thornton was appointed as the succes- 
sor of McEnery after Governor Sanders 
had been elected by the legislature, 
in session at the time of McEnery’s 
death, and had declined the position. 
The constitutionality of Thornton’s ap- 
pointment was questioned, and the leg- 
islature was called into extra session 
to make a senatorial choice, among 
other duties imposed upon it in the 
governor's call. 

Judge Thornton is a native of Lou- 
isiana, and waé for a number of years 
a district judge in the state. In an 
address before the legislature in sup- 
port of his candidacy for the senate he 
took a positive stand in advocacy of a 
protective tariff on sugar and rice.

Car Company Makes Definite 
Proposal on the Line to Stone 
Mountain. 


When the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company submits a definite prop- 
Osition to the citizens of DeKalb re- 
garding the extension of the street car 
service from Decatur to Stone Moun- 
tain the franchise law which applies 
to DeKalb county will be amended 80 
as to meet whatever reasonable condi- 
tions are exacted by the company. 

Such is the position which DeKalb’s 
representatives in the Georgia legis- 
lature have taken regarding the pro- 
posed construction of the street car 
line for which the citizens of Stone 
Mountain, Clarkston and other points 
interested are working. 

The street car company has not sub- 

mitted any definite proposition to the 
citizens, merely stating that no exten- 
sion of the line wil] be considered so 
long as the 30-year franchise law 
Stands in the way, and has made no 
promise whatever that the line will be 
built even should it be amended or 
repealed. 
* Through L. F. McClelland, chairman 
of a committee of citizens from the 
county, the citizens have taken up the 
proposition with Representative Hoop- 
er Alexander and have requested him 
to make some suggestion for an 
amendment to the law which will meet 
with the objections presented by the 
gtreet car company. 

Mr. Alexander has taken the mat- 
ter under consideration and will prob- 
ably have a conference with the com- 
mittee in the next day or two. 

At the mass meeting held in Clark- 
ston Monday night, President Ark- 
wright stated, through L. F. McClel- 
land, chairman of the committee ap- 
pointed to confer with the street car 
officials, that the road would never 
be built under the present franchise 
law which provides that no franchise 
for the use of the public highways 
of DeKalb shall be granted by the 
county commissioner for a period long- 
er than thirty years. 

This law was passed in 1906 and 
was introduced by Senator Mason and 
Representatives Hooper Alexander 
and Murphy Candler, of DeKalb. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Alexander the law 
throws no other restrictions around is- 
suing a franchise and there is no tax 
required other than the ordinary 
fanchise tax. 

The committee appointed to confer 
with the street car people also con- 
ferred with Mr. Alexander and he 
told them that when a satisfactory 
and definite proposition was submit- 
ted by the street car company, stating 
exactiy what it is they require, and 
when this proposition is accepted by 
the people of the county on the posi- 
tive assurance that the road will be 
2onstructed, the law will be amended 
to any reasonable extent to make the 
construction possible. It is said that 
such is the sentiment also of a ma- 
jority of the citizens of DeKalb.

London, Dec. 1.—At the close of to- 
day’s polling the complexion of the 
house of commons stood: 

Government coalition: 
106; Laborites, 20; Nationalists, 
Total, 152. 

Opposition: Unionists, 147. 

A situation has developed almost 
phenomenal in the closeness of the 
race between government coalition 
parties and the unionists. 

Toward the Government. 

The pendulum swung slightly to- 
ward the government today and the 
result of three days’ voting, in which 
299 seats have been filled, gives the 
coalition one more member than in 
the last parliament, from the same 
constituencies. 

Up to last night the unionists had a 
gain of five. 

The returns tonight showed that 
the unionists had regained St. Helen’s 
from the _ laborites. This borough, 
with the exception of last election, 
had been unionist since 1906. 

The liberals gained Southwark 
(west), Burneley ard Coventry, and 
the laborites gained Woolwich and 
White Haven, all from the unionists, 
while this morning’s returns from 
Sunderland showed that liberal can- 
didates Greenwood, and the laborite, 
Goldstone, had replaced the two union- 
ists there. 

Unionists Disappointed. 

The turning of the tide toward lib- 
eralism is a surprise and a great dis- 
appointment for the unionists, who 
counted upon capturing half a dozen 
seats from the enemy. The greatest 
surprise was in Coventry, because 
that is the seat of motor manufac- 
turing and the protectionists had put 
great stress on their plea that tariff‘ 
reform would prevént the growing 
competition from American ma- 
chines. 

. The unionists concentrated their 
heavy fire on Battersea, but John 
Burns, president of the local govern- 
ment board, again surprised them, 
bringing up his majority from 555 in 
the last election to 1,292. The so- 
clalist, Shaw, whom Mr. Burns’ ene- 
mies among the workmen put up in 
the expectation that he would divide 
the votes, polled a mere handful. 

Betting Favors Liberals. 

Most everywhere fewer ballots were 
cast than in the last election. More 
liberals than unionists stayed away 
from the polls. 

Excluding the districts which 
changed their complexions, the union- 
ists made relative gains in eighteen, 
the liberals in twelve. 

The socialist candidates in London 
gid poorly, none commanding 500 
votes. 

The bettig on the stock exchange 
before the election was that the coali- 
tion majority would drop to 65. As 
the election progressed the betting 
favored eighty, then ninety. It now 
concedes that the government will 
have 106 majority.

STRONGLY FAVOR THE DIRECT PRIMARY 
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At the congress of governors, re- 
cently held in Louisville, a striking 
feature was the unanimous indorse- 
ment of the direct primary. “The di- 
rect primary is here to stay. It will 
soon extend to all gtates. Popular 
movements never go backward.” Every 
governor with the exception of one 
indorsed this sentiment of Governor 
Fort’s address. The discordaht note 
came from Governor Draper, of Mas- 
sachusetts, who was defeated for re- 
election by Eugene N. Foss. Governor- 
elect McGovern, of Wisconsin, not 
only advocated a direct primary, but 
declared that the “Wisconsin idea” 
will eventually become the law of 
every state in the union. This expres- 
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sion created much discussion. 
Govern said: “This is not a country 
of parties. Every voter should be al- 
lowed and encouraged tocast his ballot 
as he pleases. He should not be re- 
quired to indicate in a primary elec- 
tion what party he favored. The fu- 
ture of this country rests with the in- 
dependent voter, and he should be 
given all of the independence neces- 
sary. I don’t think that it’s anyone’s 
business whom I vote for; and it’s 
none of my business whom my neigh- 
bor votes for.” G@vernors Deneen and 
Hadley, who declared they were in 
favor of a direct primary for practical- 
ly every office necessary for the con- 
duct of state government, said Mr. 


Mr. Mc-, 
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McGovern went too far. They said a 
man should be proud to indicate his 
party affiliations and that the general 
primary law @as practiced in several 
states now was good enough. Both 
said they were party men, and did not 
believe in allowing voters to “play 
horse” with candidates. Governors 
Marshall] and Harmon, while making 
no public speeches, said they were in 
favor of the diréct primary and be- 
lieved it should extend to United 
States senators.

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WATER IN OYSTERS 


LIMITED BY The LAW 


Only Ten Per Cent Will 
Be Allowed in At- 
lanta. 


By the action of the general council 
Monday afternoon the citizens of At- 
lanta will hereafter take their oys- 
ters with only 10 per cent of water; 


that is, a law was passed which pro- 
hibits the sale of shelled or shucked 
Oysters in the city that contain more 


, than 10 per cent of water.

The ordinance was adopted at the 
request of the board of health. When 
it was first prepared it prohibited the 
sale of oyster ‘with any water at all, 
but the change to 10 per cent of water 
was made in order that the city law 
might be the same as the national 
pure food law, which allows only 10 
per cent of water in oyster juice. 

The reason why there is both a 
national and a city law against the 
dilution of oyster juice with water is 
because it had become a practice to 
ship shelled oysters in large wooden 
tubs in which was placed a block of 
ice. As the ice melted the oyster 
juice became diluted aintil there was 
often more water than oysters. This 
was regarded as an imposition on con- 
sumers and was also liable to make 
the oysters unhealthy,. as the more 
water there was placed in the oysters 
the more danger there was of bac- 
teria. 

It will be up to the board of health 
inspectors to see that the oysters sold 
in Atlanta contain hereafter not more 
than 10 per cent of water. The aver- 
age consumer will have a hard time 
trying to ascertain if he is getting 
oysters with too much water and will 
have to rely on the enforcement of 
the law by officials.

President Admits Criticism of 
Payne-Aldrich Law, but Says 
the Measure Was the Best 
That Could Be Secured --- No 
More Railroad Legislation. 


Washington, December 6.—President 
Taft's message was read in both houses 
of congress today. It is one of the 
tongest documents submitted to con- 
gress in recent years.

the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill has pro- 
duced more revenue than any other 
customs measure, the admission that 
the bill has been criticised, but was 
the best that could be accomplished 
under the circumstances. 

Phe ‘president recommends currency 
reform, physical valuation of rail- 
roads, says he will not insist on fur- 
ther revision of the railroad bill, and 
urges that efforts be made rather to 
enforce existing legislation than to 
enact more laws that may further dis- 
turb business. He also enlarges on 
without mentioning the 
Pinchot-Ballinger controversy, and dis- 
for regulating and 
managing the Panama canal. He like- 
wise urges judicial reform and takes 
strong position for a parcels post: 

The president begins his message 
with the announcement that our for- 
eign relations have continued on a 
basis of friéndship and declares as 
notable the mutually Satisfactory ar- 
bitration of the fisheries dispute be- 
tween this country and Great Britain 
before The Hague tribunal. . 

‘The president reviews the powers 
of The Hague tribunal, mentions the 
farthcoming establishment of the in- 
ternational prize court and believes 
the two will, co-ordinately, make for 
peace. 

THE MESSAGE. 
Limitation of Armaments. 

He says further: 

“Appreciating these enlightened 
tendencies of modern times, the con- 
gress at its last session passed a law 
providing for the appointment of 
commission of five memb--s ‘to be ap- 
pointed by the pre-..ent of 
States to consider the expediency of 
utilizing existing internationa] 
agencies for the purpose of limiting 
the armaments of the nations of the 
world by international agreement, and 
of constituting the combined navies 
of the world an international force for 
the preservation of universal peace, 


and to consider and report upon any 
other means to diminish the expend- 


itures or government for military pur- 


poses and to lessen the probabilities 
of war.’ 

‘IT have not as yet made appoint- 
ments to this commission because I 
have invited and am awaiting the ex- 
pressions of foreign governments as 
to their willingness to co-operate with 
us in the appointment of similar com- 
missions or repres ntatives who would 
meet with our commissioners and by 
joint action seek to make their work 
effective.

While the 
principle which led to the proposal of 
the government was generally idmit- 
ted by the powers to whom it was ad- 
dressed, the governments of Russia and 
Japan apprehended practica} difficul- 
ties in the execution of the larger plan 
which prevented their ready adher- 
ence. The question of constructing tnd 
Chinchow-Aigup cailway by means of 
an international loan to China is, how- 
ever, still the subject of friendly dis- 
cussion by the interested parties. 


American Capitalists in China. 


“The policy of this government in 
these matters has beenmadirected by a 
desire to make the use of American 
capital in the development of China an 
instrument in the promotion of © ina’s 
welfare ang material prosperity with- 
gut prejudice to her legitimate rights 
as an independent political power. 

“This policy has recently found fur- 
ther exemplification in the assistance 
given by this government to the ne_ 2- 
tiations between China and a group of 
American bankers for a loan of 
$50,000,000 to be employed chiefly in 
currency reform. The confusion which 
hac from ancient times existed in the 
monetary usages of the Chinese has 
been one of the principal obstacles to 
commercia] intercourse with that peo- 
ple. The United States, in its treaty 
of 1903 with China, obtained a pledge 
from the latter to introduce a uniferm 
nationa] coinage, and the following 
year, at the request of China, this 
government sent to Pekin a member of 
the international exchange commission, 
to discuss with the Chinese govern- 
ment the best methods of introducing 
the reform. In 1908 China sent a 
commission to the United States to 
consult with. American financiers as 
to the possibility of securing a large 
loan with which to inaugurate the new 
currency system, but the death of their 
majesties, the Empress Dowager and 
the Emperor of China, interrupted the 
negotiatiens, which were not resumed 
until a few months ago, when this 
government was asked to communicate 
to the bankers concerned the request 
of China for a loan of $50,000,000 for 
the purpose under review. A prelim- 
inary agreement between the American 
group and China has been made cover- 
ing the loan. 

“For the success of this loan and the 
contemplated reforms which are of the 
greatest importance to the commercial 
interests of the United States and the 
civilized world-at-large, it is realized 
that an expert will be necessary, and 
this government has received assur- 
ances from China that such an ad- 
viser, who shal] be an American, will 
be engaged. 

“It is a matter of interest to Ameri- 
cans to note the success which is at- 
tending the efforts of China to estab- 
lish gradually a system of representa- 
tive government. The provincial as- 
semblies were opened in October,,19v9, 
and in October of the present year a 
consultative body, the nucleus of the 
future national parliament, hes its 
first session at Pekin. 

“The year has further been marked 
by two important international agree- 
ments relating to Far Eastern affairs. 
In the Russo-Japanese agreement i¢€- 
lating to Manchuia, signed July 4,195.9, 
this government was gratified to note 
an assurance of continued peaceful 
conditions in that region and the reaf- 
firmation of the policies with respect 
to China to which the United States 
together with all other interested pow- 
ers are alike solemnly committed. 

“The treay annexing Korea to the 
empire of Japan, promulgated Au ust 
1910, marks the final step in a

Mr. Tait mentions our cordial rela- 
tions with South American countries, 
and praises the International Bureau 
of American nepublics. 

Nicaragua. 

The president refers to the status in 
Nicaragua as follows: 

“During the past year, the republic 
of Nicaragua has been the scene of in- 
ternecine struggle. General Zelaya, 
for seventeen years the absolute ruler 
of Nicaragua, was throughout his ca- 
reer the disturber of Central America 
and opposed every plan for the pro- 
motion of peace and friendly relations 
between the five republics. When the 
people of Nicaragua’were finally driven 
into rebellion by his lawless exactions, 
he violated the laws of war by the 
unwarranted execution of two Ameri- 
ean citizens who had regularly enlist- 
ed in the ranks of the revolutionists. 
This and other offenses made it the 
duty of the American Government to 
take measures with a view to ultimate 
reparation and for the safeguarding 
of its interests. This involved the 
breaking off of ail diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Zelaya government for 
the reasons laid down in a communi- 
cation from the secretary of state, 
which also notified the contending 
factions in Nicaragua that this gov- 
ernment would hold each to strict ac- 
countability for outrages on the rights 
of American citizens. American forces 
were sent to both coasts of Nicaragua 
to be in readiness should occasion 
arise, to protect Americans and their 
interests, and remained there until the 
War was over and peace had returned 
to that country. These events, together 
with Zelaya’s continued exactions, 
brought him so clearly to the bar of 
public opinion that he was forced to 
resign and to take refuge abroad. 

“In the above-mentioned communi- 
eation of the secretary of state to the 
charge d'affaires of the Zelaya gov- 
ernment, the opinion was expressed 
that the revolution represented the 
wishes of the majority of the Nicara- 
guan people. This has now been 
proved beyond doubt by the fact that 
since the complete overthrow of the 
Madriz government and the occupa- 
tion of the capital by the forces of 
the revoltuion,§ all factions have 
united to maintain public order, and 
as a result of discussion with an agent 
of this government. sent to Managua 
at the request of the provisional gov- 
ernment, comprehensive plans are be- 
ing made for the future welfare o 
Nicaragua, including the rehabilita- 
tion of public credit. The moderation 
and conciliatory spirit shown by the 
various factions give ground for the 
confident hope that Nicaragua will 
soon take its rightful place among 
the law-abiding and progressive coun- 
tries of the world. 

“It gratifies me exceedingly to an- 
nounce that the Argentine republic 
some months ago placed with Ameri- 
can manufacturers a contract for the 
construction of two battleships and 
certain additional naval equipment. 
The extent of this work and its im- 
portance to the Argentine republic 
make the placing of the bid an ear- 
nest of friendly feeling toward the 
United States. 


Tarif Negotiations. 


“The new tariff law, in section 2. 
respecting the maximum and minimum 
tariffs of the United States. which pro- 
visions came into effect on April 1, 
1810, imposed pon the president the 
responsibility of determining prior to 
that date whether or not any undue 
discrimination . existed against the

This series of 
proclamations embraced the entire 
commercial world, and hence the min- 
imum tariff of the United States has 
been given universal application, thus 
testifying to the satisfactory charac- 
ter of our trade relations: with -for- 
eign countries. 
“Marked advantages to the com- 
merce of the United States were obd- 
tained through these tariff settlements. 
Foreign nations are fully cognizant of 
the fact that under section 2 of the} 
tariff act the president is required, 
whenever he is satisfied that the treat- 
ment accorded by them to the _ prod- 
ucts of the United States is not such 
as to entitle them to the benefits of 
the minimum tariff of the United 
States, to. withdraw those benefits by 
proclamation giving ninety days’ no- 
tice, after which the maximum tariff 
will apply to their dutiable products 
entering the United States. In its 
general operation this section of the 
tariff law has thus far proved @ guar- 
anty of continued commercial peace, 
although there are, however, unfortu- 
nately instances where foreign g0v-} 
ernments deal arbitrarily with Ameri- 
can interests within their jurisdiction 
in a manner injurious and inequitable. 
“The policy of broader and closer 
trade relations with the Dominion of 
Canada which was initiated in the 
adjustment of the maximum and min- 
imum provisions of the tariff act of 
August, 1909, has proved . mutually 
beneficial. It justifies further efforts 
for the readjustment of the commer- 
cial relations of the two countries so 
that their commerce may follow the 


tries and be commensurate with the 
steady expansion of trade and indus- 
try on both sides of the boundary 
line.” 

Knox Praised. 

The president lauds the state de- 
partment for its share in these many 
negotiations. 

He also stresses the need of better 
banking facilities for Americans 
abroad to stimulate foreign trade. 

Merchant Marine. 

Referring to the importance of de- 
veloping an American merchant ma- 
rine, Mr. Taft says: 

“Unless prompt action is taken tne 
completion of the Panama canal will 
find this the only great commercial na- 
tion unable to avail in international 
maritime business of this great contri- 
bution to the means of the world’s 
commercial! intercourse. 

“Quite aside from the commercial 
aspect, unless we create a merchant 
marine where can we find the seafar- 
ing population necessary as a natural 
naval reserve; and where could we 
find, in case of war, the transports 
and subsidiary vessels without which 
a naval fleet is arms without a body’ 
For many reasons I cannot too strong- 
ly urge upon the congress the passage 
of a measure by mail subsidy or other 
subvention adequate to guarantee the 
establishment and rapid development 
of an American merchant marine, the 
restoration of the American flag to its 
ancient place upon the seas.

“With our increasing international

original estimates submitted by the 
treasury for 1911. 

“These figures do not include che 
appropriations for the Panama canal, 
the policy in respect to which ought 
to be, and is, to spend as much each 
year as can be economically and e!l- 
fectively expended in order to com- 
plete the canal as promp.iy as possibie, 
and, therefore, the ordinary motive for 
cutting down the expense of the gov- 
does not apply to appropria- 
tions for this purpose. It will be noted 
that the estimates for the Panania Ca-! 
nal for the ensuing year are more 
than $56,000,000, an increase of $2U,- 
000,000 over the amount appropriated 
for this year—a difference due to the 
fact that the estimates for 1912 include 
something over $19,000,000 for the for- 
tification of the canal, 

“Against the estimated expenditures 
of $630,494,013.12, the treasury has es- 
timated receipts for next year $680,- 
000,009, making a probable surplus of 
ordinary receipts over ordinary ex- 
penditures of about $50,000,000, or, 
taking into account the estimates for 
the Panama canal, which are $56,92v,- ! 
$47.69, and which will ultimately be | 
paid in bonds, it will leave a deficit !

to that difference as might give a rea- 
sonable, profit to the home producer. 
The hasis for the criticism of this tar- 
iff is that in respect to a number of 
the schedules the declared measure 
was 10 followed, but a higher differ- 
ence retained or inserted by way of 
undue di-crimination in favor of cer- 
tain industries and manufactures. Lit- 
tle, if any, of the criticism of the 
tariff has been directed against the 
protective principle above stated: but 
the main body’ of the criticism has 
been based on the charge that the at- 
sey ys Pe al conform to the measure. of 

ction was not h - 
cerely adhered to. oe ae 
Tarif! Board. 

The time in which the tariff was 
prepared undoubtedly was so short as 
to make it impossible for the congress 
and its experts to acquire the informa- 
tion necéssary Strictly to conform to 
the declared measure. In order to avoid 
criticism of this kind in the future, and 
for. the. purpose of more nearly con- 
forming to the party promise, congress 
at its last session made provision at my 
request for the continuance of a board 
created under the authority of the 
maximum and minimum clause of the 
tariff bill, and authorized this board 
to expend the money appropriated un- 
der my direction for the ascertdinment 
of the cost of production at home and 
abroad of the various articles included 
in the schedules of the tariff. The 
tariff board thus appointed and author- 
ized has been diligent in preparing 
itself for the necessary investigations. 
The hope of those who have advocated 
che use of this board for tariff pur- 
poses is that the question of the rate 
of a duty imposed shall become more 
of a business question and less of a 
political question, to be ascertained by 
experts of long training dnd accurate 
knowledge. The halt in business and 
the shock to business, due to the an- 
nouncement that a new tariff bill is to 
be prepared and put in operation. will 
be avoided by treating the schedules 
one by one as occasion shall arise for 
a change in the rates of each, and only 
after a report upon the schedule by the 
tariff board competent to make such 
report. It is not likely that the board 
will be able to make @ report during 
the present session of congress on any 
of the schedules, because a proper ex- 
amination involves an enormous 
amount of detail and a great deal of 
care; but I hope to be able at the 
opening of the new congress, or at 
least during the session of that con- 
gress, to bring to its attention the 
facts in regard to those schedules in 
the present tariff that may prove to 
need amendment. The carrying out of 
this plan, of course, involves the full 
co-operation of congress in limiting 
the consideration in tariff matters 
to one schedule at a time, because if 
a proposed amendment to a tariff bill 
is to involve a complete consideration 
of all the schedules and another re- 
vision, then we shall only repeat the 
evil from which the business of this 
country has in times past suffered most 
grievously by stagnation and uncer- 
tainty, pending a resettlement of a law 
affecting all business directly or in- 
directly, and~the effect of which no 
wise business man would ignore in new 
projects and new investments. I can 
not too much emphasize the importance 
and benefit of the plan above proposed

“The inquiries which the members 
of the tariff board made during the 
last summer: into tbe methods pursued 
by other governments with reference 
to the fixing of tariffs and the deter- 
mination .of their effect upon trade, 
show thar each government maintains 
an office or bureau, the officers and em- 
ployees of which have made their life 
work the study of tariff matters, of for- 
eign and home prices-and cost of ar- 
ticles imported, and the effect of the 
tariff’ upon trade, so that whenever 4 
change is thought to be necessary in 
the’tariff law this office is the source 
of-the’ most reliable information as to 
the propriety of the change and its 
effect. I am strongly convinced that 
we neeg in this government just such 
an office, and that it can be secured by 
making the tariff board already ap- 
pointed a permanent tariff commission, 
with such duties, powers, and emolu- 
ments as it may seem wise to con- 
gress to give. It has been proposed to 
enlarge the board from three to five. 
The present number is convenient. but 
I do not know that an increase of two 
members would be objectionable. 

“whether or not the protective policy 
is to be continued, and the degree of 
protection to be accorded to our home 
industries are questions which 
people must decide through their 
chosen representatives; but whatever 
policy is adopted, it is clear that the 
necessary legislation should be based 
on an impartial, thorough and continu- 
ous study of the facts. 

Bankling and Currency Reform. 

“The method of impartial scientific 
study by experts as a preliminary to 
legislation, which I hope to see ulti- 
mately adopted as our fixed national 
policy with respect. to the tariff, riv- 
ers and harbors, waterways and public 
buildings, is also being pursued by the 
non-partisan mometary commission of 
congress. An exhaustive and most 
valuable study of the banking and cur- 
rency systems of foreign countries has 
been completed. 

“A comparison of the business meth- 
ofs and institutions of our poweriul 
and successful commercial rivals with 
vur. own is sure to be of immense 
value. I urge upon congress thy im- 
portance of a non-partisan and disin- 
terested study and consideration of our 
banking and currency system. It ts 
idle to dream-of commercial expansion 
and of the development of aur nationa! 
trade on a scale that measures up to 
our. matchless opportunities unless we 
can lay a solid foundation in a smund 
and enduring banking and currency 
system. The problem is not partisan, is 
not sectional, it is’ national.” 

The Army. 

Mr. Taft shows the regular army 
numbers 80,000 men, and continues: 

“The general plan for an army. of 
the United States at peace should be 
that of a skeleton organization with 
an excess of trained officers and thus 
capable of rapid enlargement by enlist- 
ments, to be supplemented in emer- 
gency by the national militia and a 
volunteer force. In some measure this 
plan has been adopted in the very 
large proportion of cavalry and field 
artillery as compared with infantry in 
the present army and on a peace basis. 
An infantry force can be trained in six 
months; a cavalry or alight artillery 
force not undér one and one-half or 
two years; hence the importance of 
having ready a large number ¢f the 
more skilled soldiers. 

“The militia system, for which con- 
gress, by the constitution, is author- 
ized to provide, was developed by the 
so-called Dick law, under. which the 
discipline, the tactics, the drill, the 
rank, the uniform and the various 
branches of the militia are assimi- 
lated as’ far as possible to those of the 
regular army. Under the militia law, 
as the constitution provides, the gov- 
ernors of the states appoint the militia 
officers, but, by appropriations from 
congress, states have been induced to 
comply with the rules of assimiiation 
between the regular army and the mi- 
litia, so that now there is a force, the 
efficiency of which differs in different 
states, which could be incorporated 
under a single command with the reg- 
ular army, and which for some time 
each year receives the benefit of drill 
and maneuvers under conditions ap- 
proximating actual military service, 
under the supervision of regular army 
officers. 

“In the army of the United States, 
in addition to the: regular forces ans 
the militia forces which may be sum- 
moned to the defense of the nation by 
the president, there is also the volun- 
teer force, which made up a very 
large part of the army in the civil 
war, and which. in any war of long 
continuance would become its most im- 
portant constituent. There is an act 
which dates from the civil war, known 
as the volunteer act, which makes pfro- 
vision for the enlistment of volunteers 
in the army of the United States 
in time of war. This was found to 
be so effective in the Philippine war 
that a special act for the organization 
of volunteer regiments to take part in 
the war was adopted, and it was much 
better adapted to the necessities of the 
case. There is now pending in con-4 
gress a bill repealing the present vol- 
unteer act, and making provision for 
the organization’ of volunteer forces in 
time of war, which is admirably 
adapted to meet the exigencies which 
would be then presentel. The passage 
of the bill would not entail a dollar’s 
expense upon the governmet at this 
time, or in the future, until war comes, 
but when war does come the methods 
therein directed are in accordance 
with the best military judgment as to 
what they ought to be, and the act 
would prevent the necessity for the 
discussion of new legislation and the 
delays incident to its consideration and 
adoption. I earnestly urge the passage 
of this volunteer bill. ® 

“JT further recommend that congress 
establish a commission to determine as 
early as practicable a comprehensive 
policy for the organization, mobiliza- 
tion and the administration of the 
regular army, the organized militia. 
and the volunteer forces in the event 
of war. 

Need for Additional Officers. 


“One of the great difficulties in the 
prompt organization and mobilization 
of militia and voluntecr forces is the 
absence of competent officers of the 
rank of captain to teach the new 
army, by the unit of the company, the 
business of being soldiers and of tak- 
ing care of themselves so as to render 
effective service. This need of army 
officers can only be supplied by pro- 
visions of law authorizing the ap)point- 
ment of a greater number of army

“For instance, there are a liarge 
number of army officers assigned to 
duty with military colleges or in col- 
leges in which. militery training is 
given. Then a large number of offi- 
cers are assigned to general staff duty, 
and there are various other places to 
which arn:y officers can be and are le- 
gally assigned which take them away 
from their regiments and companies. 
Ir order that the militia of each state 
should be fyroperly drilled and made 
more like the regular army, regular 
army officers should be detailed to 
assist the adjutant general cf each 
state in the supervision of the state 
militia; but this is impossible unless 
provision is made by congress for a 
very considerable ircrease in the num- 
ber of company and fleld officers of 
the army. A bill was pending in the 
last session of congress for this pur- 
pose and I earnestly hope that in the 
interest of the proper development of a 
republican army, an army smal] in the 
time «f peace but, Ltossible of prempt 
and adequate enlargement in time of 
war, shall become possible under the 
laws of the United States. 


Philippine Islands. 


“During the last summer at my re- 
quest the secretary of war visited the 
Philippine Islands and has described 
his trip in his report. He found the 
islands in a state of tranquillity and 
growing prosperity due largely to the 
chinge in the tariff laws which has 
opened the markets of America to the 
products’ of the Philippines and has 
opened the Philippine markets to 
American manufactures. ‘The rapid in- 
crease in the trade between the two 
countries is shown in the following 
table:

Cer- 
tain political changes are embodied in 
the bill ‘to provide a ecivil govern- 
ment for Porto Rico and for other 
purposes, which passed the house of 
representatives on June 15, 1910, at 
the last session of congress, and is 
now awaiting the action of the sen- 
ate. 

“The importance of those features 
of this bill relating to public health 
and sanitation cannot be overesti- 
mated.”

Panama Canal. 
Mr. Taft thus discusses the Pana- 
ma canal status: 


“At the instance of Colonel Goethals, 
the army engineer officer in charge 
of the work on the Panama canal, I 
have just made a visit.to the isthmus 
to inspect the work done and to con- 
sult with him on the ground as to 
which are likely to 
arise in the near future. The prog- 
ress of the work is most satisfactory. 
If no unexpected obstacle presents 
itself, the cana] will be completed well 
within the time fixed by Colonel 
Goethals, .to wit, January 1, 1915, and 
ee the estimate of cost, $375,000,- 

“Press reports have reached. the 
United States from time to time giving 
accounts of slides of earth of very 
large yardage in the Culebra cut and 
elsewhere along the line, from which 
it might be inferred that the work has 
been much retarded and that the time 
of completion has been necessarily 
postponed. 

“The report of Dr. Hayes, of the 
geological survey, whom I sent with- 
in the last month to the isthmus to 
make an investigation, shows that 
this section of the canal zone is com- 
posed of sedimentary rocks of rather 
weak structure and subject to almost 
immediate disintegration when _  ex- 
posed to the air. Subsequent to the 
deposition of these sediments, igneous 
rocks, harder and more durable, have 
been thrust into them, and being cold 
at the time of their intrusion united 
but indifferently with the sedimentary 
rock at the contacts. The result of 
these conditions is that as the cut 
is deepened, causing unbalanced pres- 
Sures, slides from the sides of the cut 
have occurred. These are in part due 
to the flowing of surface soik and de- 
composed sedimentary rocks upon in- 
clined surfaces of the underlying un- 
decomposed rock and in part by the 
crushing of structurally weak beds 
under excessive pressure. These 
Slides occur on one-side or the other 
of the cut through a distance of 4 or 
5 miles, and now that their charac- 
ter is understood, allowance has been 
made in the calculations of yardage 
for the amount of slides which will 
have to be removed and the greater 
slope that will have.to.be given to 
the bank in many places in order to 
prevent their recurrence. Such al- 
lowance does not exceed 10,000,000 
yards. Considering that the number 


of yards removed from this cut on an 


an average of each month through the 
year is 1,300,000, and that the total re- 
maining to be excavated, including 
slides, is about 30,000,000 yards, it is 
seen that this addition to the exca- 
vation does not offer any great reason 
for delay. 

“While this feature of the materia! 
to be excavated in the.cut will not se- 
riously delay or obstruct the construc- 
tion of a canal of the lock type, the 
increase of excavation due to such 
slides in the cut made 85 feet deeper 
for a sea level canal would certainly 
have been so great as to delay its com- 
pletion to a time beyond the patience 
of the American people. 

“Among questions arising for pres- 
ent solution is the decision whether 
the canal shall be fortified. I have al- 
ready stated to the congress that ! 
Strongly favor fortification, and I now 
reiterate this opinion and ask your 
consideration of the subject in the 
light of the report already before you, 
made by a competent board. 

“If, in our discretion, we believe 
modern fortifications to be necessary 
to the adequate protection and polic- 
ing of the canal, then it is our duty 
to construct them. We have built the 
canal. It is our property. By con- 
vention we have indicated our desire 
for, and, indeed, undertaken, its uni- 
versal and equal use. It is also well 
Known that one of the chief objects 
im the construction of the canal has 
been to increase the military’ effect- 
iveness of our navy. 

“Failure to fortify the canal would 
leave the attainment of both these 
aims in the position of rights and ob- 
ligations which we should be power- 
less to enforce and°which could never 
in any other way be absolutely safe- 
guarded against a desperate and irre- 
sponsible enemy.” 


Canal Tolls. 


Regarding tolls to be charged. for 
use of the canal, Mr. Taft says: 

“In determining what the toils sheuld 
be we certainly ought not to insist that 
for a good many years to come they 
should amount to enough to pay the 
interest on the investment of $400.000.- 
000 which the United States has made 
in the corstruction of the canal. We 


| 


benefits to be derivead by the United 
States from this expenditure is not to 
be measured solely by a return upon 
the investment.\ If it were. then the 
construction might well have been left 
to private enterprise. It was because 
an adequate return upon the money in- 
vested could not be expected imme- 
diately, or in the near future, and be- 
cause there were peculiar political ad- 
vantages to be dérived from the con- 
struction of the canal that it neces- 
sarily fell to the government to ad- 
vance the money and perform the work. 

“In addition to the benefit to our . 
naval strength, the. canal greatly In- 
creases the trade facilities of the 
United States. It will undoubteafv 
cheapen the rates of transportation in 
all freight between the eastern and 
western seaboard, and it will greatlv 
increase that trade by reason of the re- 
duction in its cost. Then. if we are to 
have a world canal. and if we are 
anxious that the routes of the world’s 
trade shall be through the Panama ca- 
nal, we must recognize that we have 
an active competitor in the Suez canal. 
Then, too, there are other mé@ans of 
crossing the isthmus—by ‘the Tehuan- 
tepec railread and by other raflroads 
and freight routes in Central America 
to the Atlantic side.” 


Government Control. 
Mr. Taft says, regarding government 
management after the opening of the 
canal: 


“The next question that arises is as 
to the maintenance, managemen:r and 
general control of the canal after its 
completion. It should be premised that 
it is an essential part of our navy es- 
tablishment to have the coal oil and 
other ship supplies, a dry. dock, and 
repair shops, conveniently located with 
reference to naval vessels passing 
through the canal. Now, if.the gov- 
ernment, for naval purposes, is to un- 
dertake to furnish these conveniences 
to the navy, and they are conveniences 
equally required by. commercial ves- 
sels, there would seem to be strong 
reasons why the government should 
take over,and include in-its manage- 
ment the furnishing, not only to the 
navy but to the public, dry dock and 
repair shop facilities, and the sale of 
coal, oil, and other ship suppiies. 

‘The maintenance of a lock canal of 
this enormous size in a sparsely-pop- 
ulated country and in the tropics, where 
the danger from disease’ is always 
pfesent, requires a large and complete 
and well-trained organization with ful! 
police powers, exercising the utmost 
care. The visitor to the canal who is 
impressed with the wonderful freedom 
from tropica] diseases on the isthmus 
must not be misled as to the constant 
vigilance that is needed to preserve 
this condition. ‘The vast machinery of 
the locks, the necessary amount of 
dredging, the preservation of the 
banks of the canal from slides, the 
operation and the maintenance of the 
equipment of the railway—will all re- 
quire a force, not, of course, to be 
likened in any way to the present or- 
ganization for construction, but a 
skilled body of men who'can keep in 
a State of usefulness this great instru- 
ment of commerce. Such an organiza- 
tion makes it easy to include within its 
functions the furnishing of dry- dock, 
fuel, repairs and supply — facilities 
to the trade of the world. These will 
be more essential at the Isthmus of 
Panama than they are at Port Said or 
Suez, because there are no dapots for 
coal, supplies, and other commercial 
necessities within thousands of miles 
of.the isthmus. 

“Another important reason why these 
ancillary duties may well be under- 
taken by the government is the oppor- 
tunity for discrimination between 
patrons of the canal that ig offered 
where pmvate concessions are granted 
for the furnishing of these facilities. 
Nothing would create greater preju- 
dice against the canal than the suspi- 
cion that certain lines of traffic were 
favored in the furnishing of supplies 
or that the supplies were controlled by 
any large interest that might have @ 
motive for increasing the cost of the 
use of the canal. It may be added that 
the termini are not ample. enough to 
permit the fullest competition in re- 
spect to the furnishing of these facili- 
ties and necessities to the world’s 
trade even if it were wise to invite 
such competition and the grantine of 
the concession would necessarily, under 
these circumstances, take on. the ap- 
pearance of privilege or monopoly. 

“I can not cloge this reference to the 
canal without suggesting as a wise 
amendment to the interstate commerce 
law a provision prohibiting interstate 
commerce railroads from owning or 
controlling ships engaged in the trade 
through the Panama canal. I believe 
such a provision may be needeg to.save 
to the people of the United States the 
benefits of the competition in trade 
between the eastern and western sea- 
boards which this canal was con- 
structed to secure.” 

Reforming Judicial Procedure. 

Praising the department of justice 
for its exoellent year’s work, Mr. Tats 


continues: 

“One great crying need in’ the United 
States is cheapening the cost of Iti- 
gation by simplifying judicial pro- 
cedure and expediting final judgment. 
Under present conditions the poor Man 
is at a woeful disadvantage in-a legal 
contest with a corporation or a frich 
opponent. The necessity for the re- 
form exists both in United States 
courts and in alli state courts. In OFr- 
der to bring it about, however, it nat- 
urally falls to the general government 
by its example to furnish a model to 
all states. A legislative commission 
appointed by joint resolution of con- 
gress to. revise the procedure in the 
United States courts has as yet made 
no report. 

“Under the law the supreme court of 
the United States has the power an@ 
is given the duty to frame the equity 
rules of procedure which are to 0Ob- 
tain in the federal courts of first tn- 
stance. In view of the aah burden 
of pressing litigation which that court 
has had to carry, with one or two of 
its members incapacitated through il 
health, it has not been able to.take up 
problems of improving the equity pro- 
cedure, which has practically remained , 
the same since the organization of tBe 
court In 1789. It is reasonabDbe to ©x- 
pect that with all the vacanctes upon 
the court filied, it will take up the 
question of cheapening and simplify- 
ing the procedure in equity in the 
courts of the United States. The equity 
business is ‘much the more important 
in the federal courts, and [ may add 
much the more expensive. I am strong- 
ly convinced that the best method of 
improving judicial procedure at law 
is to empower the supreme court to do 
it through the mediu of the rules 
of the court, as in equity. This is tne 
way in which it has been done in knég- 
land, and thoroughly done, The sim- 
plicity and expedition of procedure in 
the English courts today make 4 
model for the reform of other sys- 
tems. 

“Several of the lord chancellors of 
England and of the chief justices have 
left their lasting impress upon tie 
history of their country by their con- 
structive ability in proposing and se- 
euring the passage of remedial! legisia- 
tion effecting law reforms. [ cannot 
conceive any higher duty that the su- 
preme court could perform than in 
leading the way to a simplification of 
procedure in the United States courts. 


Relief of Supreme Court From Unnec- 
essary Appeals. . 

“No man ought to have, asp.a matter 
of right, a review of his case by the 
supreme court. He should be satistied 
by one hearing before a court of first 
instance and one revtew by a court of 
appeals. The proper and chief-usefu!l- 
ness of the supreme court, and ¢s- 
pecially of the supreme court of: the 
United States, is, in the cases whith 
come beforé it, so to expound the law, 
and especially the fundamental law— 
the constitution—as to furnish prece- 
dents for the inferior courts in future 
litigation and for the ‘emecutive of- 
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ficers in the construction of statutes 
and the performance of their iegal 
Therefore, any provisions tor 


passing on questions of evidence and 
the construction of .particular forms 
of instruments, like indictments, °F 
wills, or contracts, decisions not ot 
general application or importance, 
merely clog and burden the court and 
render more difficult its higher func- 
tion, which makes it so important 4 
part of the framework of our govern- 
ment. The supreme court is now car- 
rying an unnecessary burden of 4p- 
peals of this kind, and I earmestly urge 
that it be removed. 

“The statutes respecting the review 
by the supreme court of the United 
States cf decisions of the court of ap- 
peals of the District of Columbia ought 
to be so amended as to place that 
court in the same position with re- 
spect tc the review of its decisions as 
¥Yat of the various United States cir- 
cuit courts of appeals. The act of 
March 2, 1907, authorizing appeals DY 
the government from certain judg- 
ments in criminal cases where the de- 
fendant has not been put in jeopardy, 
within the meaning of the constitu- 
tion, should be amended so that such 
appeals should be taken to the circuit 
courts of appeals. Appeals in copy- 
right cases should reach final judg- 
ment in the courts of appeals instead 
of the supreme court as now. The de- 
cision of the courts of appeals should 
be made final also in all cases wherein 
jurisdiction rests on both diverse citi- 
zenship and thfe existence of a federal! 
question and not as now be reviewable 
in the supreme court when the cases 
involves more than $1,000. Appeals 
from the United States court in Porto 
Rico should also run to the circuit 
courts of appeals of the third circult 
instead of to the supreme court. rhese 
suggested changes would, I am ad- 
vised, relieve the supreme court of the 
consideration of about eighty cases 4n~ 
nually, and would be in harmony with 
the theory of review which bed to the 
establishment of the circuit courts of 
appeals and which I have stated above. 

“The American Bar Association has 
had before it the question of reducing 
the burden of litigation involved in 
reversals on review and new trials or 
re-hearings and in frivolous appeals 
in habeas corpus and crimina] cases. 
Their recommendations have been em- 
bodied in bills now pending in con- 
gress. The recommendations are not 
radical, but they will accomplish much 
if adopted into law, and I earnestly 
recommend the passage of the bills 
embodying them. 

Injunction Bill. 


“l wish to renew my urgent recom- 
mendation made in my last annual 
message in favor of the passage of a 
law which shall regulate the issuing 
of injunctions in equity without notice 
in accordance with the best practice 
now in vogue in the courts of the 
United States. I regard this of especial 
importance, first because it has been 
promised, and second because it will 
deprive those who now complain of 
certain alleged abuses in the improper 
issuing of injunctions without notice 
of any real ground for further amend- 
ment and will take all semblance of 
support for the extremely _ radical 
Jegislation they propose, which wii. 
be most pernicious if adopted, wil] sap 
the foundations of judicial power and 
legalize that crue! social instrument, 
the secondary boycott. 


Judicial Salaries. 


“T further recommend to congress 
the passage of the bill now pending 
for the increase in the salaries of the 
federal judges, by which the chief 
justice of the supreme court shall re- 
ceive $17,600 and the associate jus- 
tices $17,000; the circult judges con- 
stituting tne circuit court.of appeals 
shall receive $10,000, and the district 
judges $9,000. These judges exercise 
a wide jurisdiction and their duties 


-—pequire of them a profound knowledge 


of the law, great ability in the dis- 
patch of business, and care and deli- 
cacy in the exercise of their jurisdic- 
tion so as to avoid conflict whenever 
possible between the federal and the 
state courts.” 

Po .alg Savings Banks, 


The president expects some postals 
savings banks will be opened January 
1, and that thesystem will be gradual- 
ly broadened, and thus refers to the 
postal deficit: 

“The appropriation estimated for 
last year from the treasury over and 
above the receipts of the department 
was $17,500,000. ‘I am glad to record 
the fact that of that $17,500,000 esti- 
mated for $11,500,000 were saved and 
returned to the treasury. The per- 
sonal efforts of the postmaster gen- 
eral secured the effective co-operation 
of the thousands of postmasters and 
other postal officers throughout the 
eountry in carrying out his plans of 
reorganization and retrenchment. The 
result is that the postmaster general 
has been able to make his estimate 
of expenses for the present year so 
low as to keep within the amount the 
postal service is expected to earn. It 
is gratifying to report that the reduc- 
tion in the deficit has been accom- 
plished without any. curtailment of 
postal facilities. On the contrary the 
service has been greatly extended dur- 
ing the year in al] its branches. A 
principle which the postmaster gen- 
@ra) has reco'- “ended and sought to 
have enforced in respect to all ap- 
pojintments has been that those ap- 
pointees who have rendered good ser- 
vice should be reappointed. This has 
greatiy strengthened the interest of 
postmasters throughout the country in 
maintaining efficiency and economy in 
their offices, because’ they 
generally that this would secure for 
them a further tenure. 


Batension of the Clagsified Service. 


Ipon the recommendation of the 
postmaster general I have included in 
the classified service all assistant 
postmasters, and I believe that this 
giving a secure tenure to those who 
are the most important subordinates 
of postmasters will add much to the 
efficiency of their offices and an 
economical administration. A large 
number of the fourth-class postmasters 
are now in the classified service. I 
think it would be wise to put in the 
classified service the first, second and 
‘third-class postmasters.” 


Franking Privilege. 


Mr. Taft calls for reform in the 


“treatment of the franking privilege in 


order to estimate the contribution of 
the latter to the expenses of the de- 
partment. 


Second-Class Matter. 
Referring to the controversy over 
second-class mail matter, Mr. Taft 


says: 

“In my last annual message I in- 
vited the attention of congress to the 
inadequacy of the postal rate imposed 
upon second-class mail matter in so 
far as that includes magazines, and 
showed by figures prepared by experts 
of the postoffice department that the 
government was rendering a service to 
the magazines, costing many millions 
in excess of the compensation paid. 
An unswer Was attempted to this by 
the representatives of the magazines, 
and a reply was filed to this answer 
by the postoffice department. The 
utter inadequacy of the answer, con- 
sidered in the light of the reply of the 
postoffice department I think must 
appeal to any fair-minded person 
Whether the answer was ail that could 
be said in behalf of the magazines is 
another question. | agree that the 
question is one cf fact; but I insist 
that if the fact is as the experts of 
the postuffice department show, that 
we are furnishing to the owners of 
magazines a service worth millions 


more than they pay for it, then justice.

Parcels Post. 


“With respect to the parcels post, I 
respectfully recommend its adoption wn 
all rural delivery routes, and that 11 
pounds—the international limit—be 
made the limit of carriage in such 
port.

Two More Battleships. 

President Taft said that two battle- 
ships and several auxiliary vessels are 
called for, and asks the adoption of 
that program. 

Abolition of Navy Yards. 

Mr. Taft recommends the abolition 
of navy yards, as asked by Secretary 
Meyer. 

Peary. 

Referring to Commander Peary, 
says: 

“The complete success of our coun- 
try in Arctic exploration should not’ 
remain unnoticed. For centurkas there 
has been friendly rivalry in this held 
of effort between the foremost nations 
and between the bravest and most ac- 
complished men, Expeditions to the 
unknown north have been encouraged 
by enlightened governments and de- 
served honors have been granted (to 
the daring men who have conducted 
them, The unparalleled achievement 
of Peary in reaching the North Pole, 
April 6, 1909, approved by critical ex- 
amination of the most expert scien- 
tists, has added to the distinction of 
our navy, to which he belongs, and 
reflects credit upon his country. His 
unique success has received generous 
acknowledgment from scientific bodies 
and institutions of learning in Europe 
and America. I recommended fitting 
recognition by congress of the great 
achievement of Robert Edwin Peary.” 

Public Land Claims. 

The president asks for reforms in 
myvathods of adjudicating land claims, 
and says of reclamation: 

“The total sum already accumulated 
in the fund provided by the act for tne 
reclamation of arid lands is about 
$69,449,058.76, and of this, all but 
$6,241,058.76 has been allotted to the 
various projects, of which there are 
thirty. Congress at its last session 
provided for the issuing of certificates 
of indebtedness not exceeding $20,00U,- 
000, to be redeemed from the reclama- 
tion fund when the proceeds of lands 
sold and from the water rents should 
be sufficient. Meantime, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the law, 
I appointed a board of army engineers 
to examine the projects and to ascer- 
tain which are feasible and worthy of 
completion. That board has ma a 
report upon the subject, which I shall 
transmit in a separate message within 


ne 


Conservation. 


“In September last a conservation 
congress ‘was held at St. Paul, at 
which I delivered an address on the 
Subject of conservation, so far as it 
was within the jurisdiction and possi- 
ble action of the federal government, 
In that address I assembled from the 
official records the statistics and facts 
as to what had been done in this be- 
half in the administration of my pre- 
decessor and in my own, and it con- 
tained the executive measures which 
I believed to be wise in order to se- 
cure the best use, in the public inter- 
est of what remains of our national 
domain. There was in this address 
a very full discussion of the reasons 
which led me to the conclusions stated. 
For the purpose of saving in an offi- 
cial record a comprehensive resume of 
the statistics and facts gathered with 
some difficulty in that address and 
to avoid their repetition in the body 
of this message, I venture to make 
the address an accompanying appen- 
dix. The statistics are corrected to 
November 15 last. 

Specific Recommendations. 

“For the reasons stated in the con- 
servation address, I recommend: 

“First, that the limitation now im- 
posed upon the executive which for- 
bids his reserving more forest lands 
in Oregon, Washington, Idaho, Mon- 
tana and Colorado be repealed. 

“Second, that the coal deposits of 
the government be leased after ad- 
vertisement inviting competitive bids, 
for terms not exceeding fifty years, 
with a minimum rental and rolayties 
upon the coal mined, to be readjusted 
every ten or twelve years and with 
conditions as to maintenance which 
will secure proper niining, and as to 
assignment which will prevent com- 
binations to monopolize control of the 
coal in any one district or market. 
I do not think that coal measures un- 
der 2.600 acres of surface would be 
too large to lease to any one lessee.

“The secretary of the interior thinks 
there are difficulties in the way. ot 
leasing public coal lands, which objec- 
tions he set forth in his report, the 
force of which I freely concede. I en- 
tirely approved his stating at lengtn 
in his report the objections in order 
that the whole subject may be pre- 
sented to congress, but after a full 
consideration I favor a leasing system 
and recommend it. 

“Third, that the law should provide 
the same separation in respect to 
government phosphate lands of sur- 
face and minera] rights that now ob- 
tains in coal lands and that power to 
lease such lands on terms and limi- 
tations similar to those above recom- 
mended for coal jeases, with an added 
condition enabling the government to 
regulate, and if need be, to prohibit, 
the export to foreign countries of the 
product. . 

“Fourth, that the law should allow 
a prospector for oil or gas to have 
the right to prospect for two years 
over a certain tract of government 
land, the right to be evidenced by a 
license, for which he shal) pay a small, 
sum, and that upon discover a lease 
may » granted upon terms securing a 
minimum rental and proper royalties 
to the government. and also the con- 
duct or the oi] or gas well in accord 
with the best method for husbanding 
the supply of oil in the district. The 
period of the lease should not be as 
long as those of coal, but they should 
contain similar provisions as to as- 
signment to prevent monopolistic 
combinations. 

“Fifth, that water power sites be 
directly leased by the federal] govern- 
ment, after advertisement and bidding, 
for not exceeaing fifty years upon a 
proper rental ‘and with a condition fix- | 
ing rates ch.cvged to the public for 
the units of electric power, both rental 
and rates to be readjusted equitably 
every ten years by arbitration or 
otherwise, wit some suitable provis- 
ions against assignment to prevent 


monopolistic combinations. Or that! 
the law shall provide that upon appii-| 
cation made by the authorities of the! 
state where the water power site is 
situated, it may be patented to the 
state on condition that the state shail 
dispose of it under terms like those 
just described and shall enforce those 
terms, or upon failure to comply with | 
the condition, the water power site

“I earmestly urge upon congress that 
at this session general conservation 
legislation of the character indicated 
At its last session this 
congress took most useful and proper 
steps in the cause of conservation Dy 
allowing the executive, through witht- 
drawals, to suspend the action of the 
existing laws in respect to much of the 
public domain. I have not thought 
that the danger of disposing of coal 
lands in the United States under tne 
present laws in large quantities was 
$0 great as to call for their with- 
drawal, because under the present pro- 
visions it is reasonably eertain that 
the government will receive the real 
value of the land. But, in respect to 
oil lands, or phosphate lands, and ot 
gas lands in the United States, and in 
respect to coa) lands in Alaska, I have 
exercised the full power of withdrawal 
with the hope thatthe action of con- 
gress would follow promptly and pre- 
vent that tying up of the resources Ot! 
the country in the western and less 
settled portion and in Alaska, which 
means stagnation and retrogression. 

“The question of conservation is not 
a partisan one, and I sincerely hope 
that even in the short time of the 
present session consideration may be 
given to those questions which have 
now been much discussed, and that 
action may be taken upon them.” 

Alaska. 

The president recommends a com- 
mission form of government for Alas- 
ka, and gays: , 

“I have been askeg to recommend 
that the credit of the government be 
extended to aid the construction of 
railroads in Alaska. I am not ready 
now to do so. A great many millions 
of dollars have already been expended 
in the construction of at least two 
railroads, and if laws be passed pro- 
viding for the proper development of 
the resources of Alaska, especially for 
the opening up of the coal lands, I be- 
lieve that the capital already invested 
will induce the investment of more 
capital, sufficient to complete the rail- 
roads building, and to furnish cheap 
coal not only to Alaska, but to the 
whole Pacific coast. The passage of a 
law permitting the leasing of govern- 
ment coal lands in Alaska after pub- 
lic competition, and the appointment 
of a commission for the government 
of the territory, with enabling powers 
to meet the local needs. will lead to 
an improvement in Alaska and the de- 
velopment of her resouroes that is 
likely to surprise the country.” 


Pensions. 

Mr. Taft recommends that care be 
exercised so that only the deserving 
Shall be beneficiaries of pensions. 

Corn in the South. 

Refering thus to agricultural condi- 
tions, the president pays a compli- 
ment to the south: 


“The report of the secretary of agri- 
culture invites attention to the stu- 
pendous value of the agricultural prod- 
ucts of this country, amounting in all 
” cee i for this year... This 
mount is larger than that of 1909 b 
$305,000,000. The existence of such : 
crop indicates a good prospect for bus- 
iness throughout the country. <A nota- 
ble change for the better is comment- 
€d upon by the secretary in the fact 
that the south, especially in those re- 
&ions where the boll weevil] has in- 
terfered With the growth of cotton, 
has Siven more attention to the cul- 
tivation of corn and other cereals, so 
that there is a greater diversification 
of crops in the south than ever before 
—and,.all to the great advantage of 

that section.” 


Forest Fires. 


Referring to the recent forest fires, 
Mr. Taft says: 

“The specific fund for fighting fir 
was only about $135,000,” Dar” tienes 
existed discretion in the secretary in 
case of an emergency to apply other 
funds in his control to this purpose, 
and he did so to the extent of nearly 
$1,000,000, which will involve the pres- 
entation of a deficiency estimate for 
the current fiscal year of over $900,- 
000. The damage done was not, there- 
fore, due to the lack of an appropria- 
tion by congress available to meet the 
emergency, but the difficulty of fight- 
ing it lay in the remote points where 
the fires began and where it was im- 
possible with the roads and trails as 
they now exist promptly‘ to reach 
them.. Proper protection necessitates, 
as the secretary points out, the ex- 
penditure of a good deal more money 
in the development of roads and trails 
in the forests, the establishment of 
lookout Stations, and telephone con- 
nection between them and places 
where assistance can be Secured.”’

Mr. Taft bel‘eves the present censis

Lumber Trusts. 


The president Says, regarding a 
probe into the lumber industry in this 
country: 


“The commissioner of corporati 
has just completed the first teri of 8 
report On the lumber industry in the 
United States. This part does not 
treat of the question of a trust r 
combination in the manufacture rf 
lumber, a subject to be dealt with 
later. The commissioner does find 
however, a condition in the ownership 
of the standing timber of the United 
States, other than the wovernment 
timber, that calls for serious attention 
The direct investigation made by the 
commissioner covered an area whic. 
contains 80 per cent ag the privately- 
owned timber of the country. His re- 
port shows that one-half o. the tim- 
ber in this area is owned by 200 indi- 
viduals and corporations; that 14 per 
cent is owned by three corpora. -ns 
and that there is very extensive inter- 
ownership of stock. gs well -. other 
circumstances, all pointing to friendly 
relations among those who own a ma- 
jority of this timber, g relationship 
which might lead to a combination tor 
the maintenance of a price that would 
be very detrimental to the public in- 
terest, and would create the necessity 
crea inte tariff obstacles to the 

portation 
verter oe 8 of lumber from other 
industrial Arbitration. 


Mr. Taft praises the heroic services 
of the commissioner of labor and the 
chairman of the interstate commerce 
commission under the Erdman act. 

Eight-Hour Law. 

Reciting the history of 8-hour legis- 
lation, the president continues: 

“It seems to me from the a - 
tory that the government seg Bas 
committed to a policy of encouraging 
the limitation of the day’s work to 
eight hours in all works of construc- 
tion initiated by itself, ang it seems 
to me illogical to maintain a difference 
between government work done on 
government soil and government work’ 
done in @ private establishment, when 
the work is of such large dimensions 
and involves the expenditure of much 
labor for a considerable period. so that 
the private manufacturer may adjust 


| himself and his establishment to the 


special terms of employment that he 
must make with his workmen for this 
particular job. To require, however, 
that every small contract of manufac- 
ture entered into by the government 
should be carried out by the contractor 
with men working at eight hours 
would be to impose an intolerable bur- 
den upon the government by limiting 
its sources of supply and excluding al- 
together the great majority of those 
who would otherwise compete for its 
business. 

“The proposed acti recognizes this in 
the exceptions which it makes to con- 


tracts for transportation by land or 
water, for the transmission of _in- 
telligence, and for such materials 
or articles. as may usually be bougAt 
in the open market whether made to 
eonform to particular specifications or 
not, or for the purchase of supplies by 
the government, whether manufactured 
to conform .o particular specifications 
or not. 

“I recommend that instead of enact- 
ing the proposed bill, the meaning of 
which is not clear. and definite and 
might be given a corstruction embar- 
rassing to the public interest, the 
present act be enlarged by. providing 
that public works shall be construed to 
include not only buildings and work 
upon public ground, but also ships, 
armor, and large guns when manufac- 
tured in private yards or factories. 

“One of the great difficulties in en- 
forcing this 8-hour law is that its 
application under certain emergencies 
becomes exceedingly oppressive and 
there is a great temptation to subor- 
dinate officials to evade it. I think 
that it would be wiser to allow the 
president, by executive order, to de- 
clare an emergency in special instances 
in which the limitation might not ap- 
Ply and, in such cases, to permit the 
payment by the government of extra 
compensation for the time worked each 
day in excess of eight hours. I mav 
add that my suggestions in respect to 
this legislation have the full concur- 
rence of the commissioner of labor. 


Workmen's Compensation. 


“In view of the keen, widespread in- | 
terest now felt in the United States in 
a system of compensation for industrial 
accidents to supplant our present thor- 
Oughly unsatisfactory system of em- 
ployers’ liability (a subject the im- 
portance of which congress has already 
recognized by the appointment of a 
commisison), I recommend that the 
International Congress on Industrial 


PInsurance be invited to hold its meeting 


in 1913 in Washington, and that an ap- 
propriation of $10,000 be made to cover 
the necessary expenses of organizing | 
and carrying on the meeting. 


Bureau of Immigration. 


“The immigration into this country 
is increasing each year. A large part 
of it comes through the immigrant sta- 
tion at Ellis Island in the city of New 
York. An examination of the station 
and the methods pursued satisfies me 
that a difficult task is there performed 
by the commissioner and his force with 
common sense, the strictest fairness, 
and with the most earnest desire to en- 
force the law equitably and mercifully. 
It has been proposed to enlarge the 
accommodations so as to allow more of 
the immigrants to come by that port. I 
do not think it wise policy ro do this. 
[have no objection to—on the contrary, 
I recommend—the construction of addli- 
tional buildings for the purpose of fa- 
cilitating’ a closer ang more careful 
examination of each immigrant as he 
comes in, but I deprecate the enlarge- 
ment of the buildings and of the force 
for the purpose of permitting the ex- 
amination of more immigrants per day 
than are now examined. 

Immigrants to South. 

“Tf it is understood that no more im- 
migrants can be taken in at New York 
than are now taken in, and the steam- 
ship companies thus are given a reason 
and a motive for transferring immi- 
grants to other ports, we can be con- 
fident that they will be better distrib- 
uteca through the country and that 
there will not be that congestion in 
the city of New York which does not 
make for the better condition of the 
immigrant or increase his usefulness 
as a new member of this community. 
Everything which tends to send the 
immigrants west and south into rural 


for such a just comparison of the 
economy and efficiency With which 
the several bureaus and divisions are 
conducted as will enable the president 
and the heads of departments to de- 
tect waste, eliminate duplication, en- 
courage the intelligent and effective 
civil servants whose efforts too often 
SO unnoticed, and secure the public 
service at the lowest possible cost. 


Economy and Efficiency. 


| “The committees on appropriations 
of congress have diligently worked to 
Teduce the expenses of government, 
and have: found their efforts often 
blocked by lack of accurate informa- 
tion containing a proper analysis of 
requirements and of actual and rea- 
sonable costs. The ‘result of this in- 
|qguiry should enabhe the executive in 
his communications to congress to give 
information to which congress is en- 
titled and which wil) enable it to pro- 
mote economy. 

“I have requested the head of each 
department to appoint committees on 
economy and efficiency in order to se- 
cure full co-operation in the move- 
ment by the employees of the govern- 
ment themselves. 

“I urge the continuance of the ap- 
propriation of $100,000 requested for 
the fiscal year 1912. 

“My experience leads me to believe 
that while government methods are 
much criticised, the bad results—if we 
do have bad results—ane not due to a 
| Jack of zeal or willingness on the part 
of the civil servants. On the con- 
trary, I believe that a fine spirit of 
willingness to work exists in the per- 
sonnel, which, if properly encouraged, 
will produce results equal to those se- 
cured in the best managed private en- 
terprises.” 

Service -Pensions. ' 

Regarding service pensions Mr. Taft 
says: 


“The experience of England and 
other countries shows that neither can 
a contributory plan be successful, hu- 
man nature being what it is, which 
does not make provision for the re- 
turn of contributions, with interest, 
in case of death: or resignation before 
pensionable age. Followed to its ilog- 
ical conclusion, this means that the 
simplest and most. independent solu- 
tion of the problem for both employee 
and the government is a compulsory 
Savings arrangement, the employee to 
set aside from his salary a sum suf-} 
ficient, with the help of a liberal rate 
of intenest from the government, to 
purchase an adequate annuity for him 
on retirement, this accumulation to be 
inalienably his and claimable 
leaves the service before reaching the 
retirement age or by his ‘Aeirs in case 
fof his death. This is che princinie 
upon which the Gillett bill now pend- 
ing is drawn. 

“The Gillett bill, however, goes fur- 
ther and provides that the govern- 
ment shall contribute to the pension 
fund of those employees who are now 
so advanced in age that their per- 
sonal contributions will not be suffi- 
cient to create their annuities before 
reaching the retirement age. In my 
judgment this provision should be 
amended so that the annuities of those 
employees shall be paid out of the 
salaries appropriated for the positions 
vacated by retirement, and that the 
difference between the annuities thus 
granted and the salaries may be used 
for the employment of efficient clerks 
at the lower grades. If the bill can 
be. ‘thus’ amended I recommend its 
passage, as it wiil initiate a valuable 
system and ultimately result in a great 
saving in the public expenditure. 

InteTstate Commerce Commission. 

“There has not been time to test the 
benefit and utility of the amendments 
to the interstate commerce law con- 
tained in the act approved June 18, 
1910. The law as enacted did not con- 
tdin all the features which I recom- 
mended, It did not specifically de- 
nounce as unlawful the purchase by

emancipation. 
Civil Service Commission. 
Discussing the civil service commis- 


sion, Mr. Taft says: 

“T entertain the profound convic- 
tion that it would greatly aid the cause 
of efficient and economical govern- 
ment, and of better policies if con- 
gress would enact a bill providing that 
the executive shall have the power to 
include in the classified service all 
local ofices under the treasury depart- 
ment, the department of justice, the 
postofice department, the interior de- 
partment and the department of com- 
merece and labor, appointments to 
which now require the confirmation 
of the senate, and that uponsuch clas- 
sification the advice and consent of the 
senate shall cease to be required in such 
appointments. By their certainty of 
tenure, dependent on good _ service, 
and by thetr freedom from the aseces- 
sity for political activity, these local 
officers would be induced to become 
more efficient public servants. 

“The civil service law is an attempt 
to solve the problem of the proper se- 
lection of those who enter the service, 
A better system under the law for 
promotions ought to be devised, but, 
given the selected employee, there re- 
mains still the question of promoting 
his efficiency and his usefulness to 
the government, and that can be 
brought about only by a careful com- 
parison of unit work done by the in- 
dividual and a pointing out of the 
necessity for improvement in this re- 
gard where improvement is possible. 
Inquiry Into Economy and Efficiency. 

“The increase in the activities and 
in the annual expenditures of the fed- 
eral government has been so rapid 
and so great that the time has come 
to check the expansion of government 
activities in new directions until we 
have tested the economy and efficiency 
with which the government of today 
is being carried on. The responsibili- 
ty rests upon ise head of the ad- 
ministration. H>» is held accountable 
by the public, and properly so. De- 
spite the unselfish and patriotic ef- 
forts of the heads of departments and 
others charged with responsibility of 
government, there has grown up in 
this country a conviction that the ex- 
penses of government are too great. 
The fundamental reason for the ex- 
istence undetected of waste, duplica- 
tion and bad management is the lack 
of prompt, accurate information. The 
president of a private corporation do- 
ing sO vast a business as the govern- 
ment transacts would, through com- 
petent speciaiists, maintain the closest 
scrutiny on the comparative efficiency 
and the comparative costs in each di- 
vision or department of the business. 
He would know precisely what the du- 
ties and the activities of each bureau 
or division are in order to prevent 
overlapping. No adequate machinery 
at present exists ior supplying the 
president of the United States with 
such information respecting the busi- 
ness for which ue is responsible. For 
the first time in the history of the 
government, congress in the last ses- 
sion supplied this need and made an 
appropriation to able the president 
to inquire into the economy and effici- 
ency of the executive department, and 
I am now assembling an organization 
for the purpose. 

“At the outset I find comparison 
between departments and bureaus im- 
possible for the reason that in no two 
departments are the estimates and ex- 
penditures displayed and _ classified 
alike. The first step is to reduce all 
to a common standard for classifica- 
tion and tudgment, ana this work is} 
now being done. When it ig com- 
pieted, the foundation wil] be laid for | 


, one of. two -paraliel 


and competing 
roads of the stock of the other. Nor 
did it subject to the restraining infiu- 
ence of the interstate commerce com- 
mission the power of corporations en- 
gaged in operating interstate rail- 
roads to issue new stock and bonds; 
nor did it authorize the making of 
temporary agreements between rail- 
roads, limited to thirty days, fixing the 
Same rates for traffic between the 
same places. 

“I do not press the consideration of 
any of these objects upon congress at 
this session. The object of the first 
provision is probably generally cov- 
ered by the anti-trust law. The second 
provision was in the act referred to 
the consideration of a commission to 
be appointed by the executive and to 
report upon the matter to congress. 
That commission has been appointed 
and is engaged in the investigation and 
consideration of the question sub- 
mitted under the law. It consists of 
President Arthur T. Hadley, of Yale 
university, as chairman; Frederick C. 
Strauss, Frederick N. Judson, Professor 
B. H. Meyer and Walter L. Fisher, 
hee William E. S. Griswold as secre- 
ary. 

The third proposal led to so much 
misconstruction of its object as being 
that of weakening the effectiveness of 
the anti-trust law that I am not dis- 
posed to press it fcr further consider- 
ation. It wus intended to permit rail- 
road companies to avoid useless rate 
cutting by a mere temporary ac- 
quiescence in the same rates for the 
same service over coinpeting railroads, 
with to obligation whatever to main- 
tain those rates for any time. 

Safet# ™* ppliances and Provisions. 

“The pr. ection of railroad. employ- 
ees from personal injury is a subject 
of the highest importénce and demands 
continuing attention. There have been 
two measures pe’ding in congress, one 
for the supervision of boilers and the 
other for the enlargement of dangerous 
clearances. Certainly some measures 
ought to b>» adopted looking to a pre- 
vention of accidents from these causes. 

Physical Valuation. 

Touching the physical valuation of 
railroads, Mr. Taft says: 

“The interstate commerce commis- 
sion has recommended appropriations 
for the purpose of enabling it to enter 
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upon a valuation of all railroads. This 
has always been within the jurisdic- 
tion of the commission, but the requi- 
site funds have been wanting. Sta- 
tistics of the value of each railroad 
would be valuable for many purposes, 
especially if we ultimately enact any 
limitations upon the power of the in- 
terstate railroads to issue stocks and 
bonds, as I hope we may. ‘I think, 
therefore, that in order: to permit 4 
correct understanding of the facts, !t 
would be wise to make a reasonable 
appropriation to enable the interstate 
commerce commission to proceed with 
due dispatch to the valuation of all 
railroads. I have no doubt that rall- 
road companies themselves can and 
will greatly facilitate this valuation 
and make it much less costly in time 
and money than has been supposed. 


Fraudulent Bills of Lading. 


“Forged and fraudulent bills of lad- 
ing purporting .to be issued against 
cotton, some months since, resulted’ in 
losses of several millions of dollars 
to American and foreign banking and 
cotton interests. Foreign bankers 
then notified American bankers that, 
after October 31,1910, they would not 
accept bills of exchange drawn against 
bills of lading for cotton issued by 
American railroad companies, unless 
American bankers would guarantee 
the integrity of the bills of lading. The 
American bankers rightly maintained 
that they were not justified in giving 
such guaranties, and that, if they did 
so, the United States would be the 
only country in the world whose bills 
were so discredited, and whose for- 
eign trade was carried on under such 
guaranties. 

“The foreign bankers extended the 
time at which these guaranties were 
demanded until December 31, 1910, re- 
lying upon us for protection in the 
meantime, as the money which they 
furnish to move our cotton crop is of 
great value to this country. 

“For the protection of our own peo- 
ple and the preservation of our credit 
in foreign trade, I urge upon congress 
the immediate enactment of a law 
under which one who, in good faith, 
advances money or credit upon a bill 
of lading issued by a’ common carrier 
upon an interstate or foreign ship- 
ment can hold the carrier liable for 
the value of the.goods described in the 
bill at the valuation specified in the 
bill, at least to the extent of the ad- 
vances made in reliance upon it. Such 
liability exists under the laws of many 
of the states. I gee no objection to 
permitting two classes of bills of lad- 
ing to be issued: (1) Those under 
which a carrier shall be absolutely 
liable, as above suggested, and (2) 
those with respect to which the car- 
rier shall assume no liability except 
for the goodg actually delivered to the 
agent issuing the bill. The carrier 
might be permitted to make a small 
separate specific charge in addition 
to the rate of transportation for such 
guaranteed bill, as an insurance 
premium against loss from the added 
risk, thus removing the principal ob- 
jection which I understand is made 
by the railroad companies to the im- 
position of the liability suggested, viz, 
that the ordinary transportation rate 
would not compensate them for the 
liability assumed by the . absolute 
guaranty of the eccuracy of the bills 
of lading. 

“Tl further recommend that a punish- 
ment of fine and imprisonment be im- 
posed upon railroad agents and ship- 
pers for fraud or misrepresentation in 
connection with the issue of bills of 
lading issued upon interstate and for- 
eign shipments. 

“Except as above, I go not ~ecom- 
mend any amendment to the interstate 
commerce law as it stands. I do not 
now recommend anv amendment to the 
anti-trust law. In other words, it 
seems to me that the existine ‘ertis- 
lation with reference to the regulation 
of corporations and the restraint of 
their busigvess has reached a point 
where we can stop for a while and 
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witness the effect of the vigorous exe- > 


of the laws on the. statute 
books in restraining the abuses wuaich 
certainly did exist and which roused the 
public to demand reform. If thig test 
develops. aneed fo: further législa- 
tion, well and good, but until then let 
us execute what we have. Due to the 
reform movements of the present 
decade, there has undoubtedly been a 
great improvement in business meth- 
‘ods and standards. 

“The great body. of business men.of 
this country, those who are responsible 
for its commercial development, now 
have an earnest desire to obey the law 
and to square their conduet of busi- 
ness to its requirements—and limita- 
tions,”’ 

“These will doubtless be made clearer 
by the decisions of the supreme court 
in cases pending before it. 

“I believe it to be in the interest of 
all the people of the country that for 
the time being the activities of gov- 
ernment, in addition to enforcing the 
ex.sting law, be directed towar. the 
economy of administration and the en- 
largement of cpportunities for foreign 
trade, the eonservation and improve- 
ment of our ‘agricultural lands, the 
building up of home industries and 
the strengthening of confidence of 
capital in domestic investment.

BIUS ON MONDAY 


Work Will Begin as Soon 
as the Contract Is 
Made. 


Bids will be opened next Monday 
for the construction of the Peachtree 
creek disposal plant and the two in- 
tercepting sewers leading to the plant 
from the present outfalls of the But- 
ler street and Orme street trunk sew- 
ers. 

City Enginer Clayton says that as 
soon as a bid is accepted by the city 
the contract will be made and the 
work of constructing the sewers and 
building a disposal plant will com- 
mence, 

Assistant City Attorney W. D. Ellis, 
Jr., who has had in charge the work 
in Securing the right-of-way for the 
intercepting sewers to the Peachtree 
creek plant, says that all the property 
holders with the exception of three 
have reached satisfactory agreements 
With the city. Negotiations are now 
pending and these three will either 
come to terms or be subjected to *con- 
denmation proceedings. Mr. Ellis 
States, however, that these negotia- 
tions cannot in any way interfere with 
the progress of the construction work, 
a8 condemnation proceedings become 
merely @ question of costs, the city 
taking possession immediately. 

The city engineer states that all 
three of the disposal plants, on Peach- 
tree creek, Proctor creek and  In- 
trencthment creek, will be built with- 
in a year, and the intercepting sewers 
will be finished about the same time. 
In speaking of this work the city en- 
gineer says: 

“There are some people who are not 
posted about the big work we have 
in hand, and they seem to be inclined 
to get a little nervous because the 
werk is not rushed. We are expend- 
ing Over $1,000,000 and are making 
the greatest sanitary improvement 
that has ever beensknown in the city’s 
history, and it is a class of work that 
requires the men having it in charge 
be careful and not make any undue 
haste. We have pushed the matter 
just as rapidly as such a big sanitary 
improvement could be pushed. If we 
were to use too much haste and make 
a mistake we would probably be very 
severely condemned by the very peo- 
ple who think we are g0ing too slow.”

Tonight the annual meeting of the; 
Daughters of the King, a church order, 
was held, the feature being an ad- 
dress by Bishop Nelson. A meeting 
in the interest. of Christian education 
was also held tonight. Later in the 
evening the corporation of the dio- 
cese held an executive session. and 
various committees were also in ses- 
sion. Celebration of the holy com- 
munion tomorrow morning will be 
marked by an address by Bishop Nel- 
son. The annual missionary meeting 
will be held tomorrow night, when 
there will be an address by Rev. Rob- 
ert W.*Patton, secretary of the de- 
partment of Sewanee. 

Bishop Nelson’s address tonight was 
decidedly optimistic in its character. 
The church, in his opinion, is on rising 
ground, and he spoke of the evidences 
of progress. One of the most. gratify- 
ing features, he said, is that the mem- 
bers of the church have a broader 
vision of their work. responsibilities 
and blessings, and this is infinitely 
better than the old narrow and limit- 
ed view.

AFFECTED WHOLE LIST 


Stock Market Became Unset- 
tled on Rumors, Which Were 
Denied After the Close. 


New York, December 6.—Heavy se!!- 
ing of United States Steel shares, 
based upog rumors which were offici- 
ally denied after the close of trading, 
that the company would soon 4n- 
nounce a partial shutdown at some 


of its plants because of the poor busi- 
ness outlook, caused a general unset- 
tlement in prices in today’s stock 
market. The movement tn numerous 
instances brought stocks down to the 
lowest level recorded in some weeks. 
The movement began in the afternoon, 
some time after the puDlication of the 
president’s message, which was in no 
sense a factor. Indeed, conservative 
Wal] street seemed disposed to extract 
much comfort from the chief execu- 
tive’s recommendations, particularly 
his plea that no lobtmation dealing 
with regulations or contro] of the cor- 
porations be enactea pending a fur- 
ther test of existing laws, while his 
efforts at incteaseqd economy in the 
conduct of governmental affairs came 
in for much favorable comment. 

The reports hinting at a shutdown 
in the steel and iron districts were 
preceded by advices from Pittsburg, 
which stated that the number of men 
now idle in that center already ex- 
ceeds 15,000. In line with this were 
rumors that some of the railroads had 
determined to cancel oraers for equip- 
ment and that a general policy of re- 
trenchment would soon De announced 
by the leading transportation systems. 

During the early part of the stock 
market session the list moved aimless- 
ly within fractional limits, save in 
the case of the Gould group, whicna 
displayed a renewal of last week's 
heaviness. St. Louis and Southwest- 
ern common and preferred were 
especially heavy, and it was a matter 
of board room gossip that the dividend 
on the preferred stocks might be re- 
duced, if not entirely suspended. 

Reports as to London’s operations in 
this market today were conflicting, 
but the ~ost trustworthy advices 
credit tr center with from 15,000 to 
20,000 sx..res. Demands for money to- 
day was light. 

The bond market was easy with to- 
tal sales, par value $2,210,000. United 
States 3s and 4s registered advanced 
1-4 per cent on call.

Many vague ‘reports, 
which it was impossible to verify, be- 
came current as to alleged sales of 
cash wheat. A good share of the pur- 
chasing was done on the basis of this 
gossip and on account of optimistic 
feeling in regard to the forthcoming 
crop report by the sovernment about 
the condition and acreage of winter 
wheat. Many traders put special] em- 
phasis upon the fact that the world’s 
supply total showed a _ decrease of 
4,617,000 bushels for last week, against 
year ago. It was also asserted that a 
leading harvester company had reports 
that the Argentine yield would be no 
larger than last year. All this stood 
in decided contrast with the outlooks 
during the.first part of the day, wien 
more snow in the west and southwest, 
with lower quotations at Liverpool, 
gave control of the time being to the 
bears. After the market turned up- 
ward. December showed by far the 
greatest relative strength. May ranged 
from 96% to 97%, closing % up at 973%. 

Corn was weak from the start. Sales 
from the country continued liberal, 
and there was no improvement in the 
cash demand.

The two indictments against each 
are of six and four counts, respective- 
ly, and charge that the defendants, 
controlling 85 per cent of the annual 
output, combined to restrain the trade 
of manufacturers and jobbers of 
plumbing supplies by refusing to sell 
to jobbers handling the goods of so- 
called independents: fixing of resale 
prices by the division of the United 
States into eleven zones and refusing 
to sell to jobbers who would not main- 
tain the resale prices. It is charged 
that the effect of the resale prices is 
to make the price the same through- 
out the United States, and to elim- 
inate competition of jobbers as well 
as of manufacturers. 

The indictments also 
the defendants compelled the jobbers 
to enter into uniform contracts, and 
that all the defendants refused to sell 
to any jobber unless he would sign 
such a contract. 

The government officials took the 
ground that the evidence taken in the 
civil suits established that the defend- 
ants attempted to disguise their com- 
bination by the subterfuge of purchas- 
ing the patents on certain tools and 
licensing certain firms to use these 
tools. 

“Immunity Bath” Witness. 

The government places great weight 
upon the testimony of Edwin L. Way- 
man, of Pittsburg, who is described as 
the licenser of the alleged combination, 
and whose testimony, already given in 
the civil suit, has given him immunity 
from criminal proceedings. 

The government charges that Way- 
man obtained $7,000 from the Péople’s 
State bank of Detroit by giving 100 
shares of the Standard Sanitary Man- 
ufacturing Company as security, and 
that. in using this fund to purchase 
several patents, $5,000 went back to 
the Standard Manufacturing Company 
for patents that it is alleged to have 
turned over to the combination. Way- 
man is not a Voluntary witness. 

The government charges that Way- 
man collected $5 per furnace per day 
from each of the 16 defendant firms, 
some of which had as many as eighty 
furnaces, and that, after two months, 
those firms that did not violate the

STATEMENT BY GOVERNMENT

Washington, December 6.—When ad- 
vices reached the department of jus- 
tice late today relating to the indict- 
ment in Detroit of officials of sixteen 
corporations engaged in the manufac- 
ture of bath tubs, enamel ware, etc., 
the department issued a statement 
concerning its investigation of the al- 
leged combination. 

Reviewing the evidence, 
ment in part follows: | 

“The department some time since 
brought civil suit against this com- 
bination, and has been taking evidence 
in that suit for some time. Thig de- 
Veloped that the annual output of bath 
tubs and wWumbers’ supplies, etc., ag- 
eregate about fifteen million dollars a 
year; that the defendants have fixed 
prices by agreement, and have ad- 
vanced prices so fixed, and have regu- 
lated by agreement the price at which 
jobbers were permitted to resell the 
products purchased from the combina- 
tion, and that an effort had been made 
to bind all jobbers in the business to 
sell such wares at only the _ prices 
fixed by the combination. 

“Ts that end the combination refused 
to sell to jobbers who would not agree 
to resell at the price fixed, and also 
refused to sell to any jobber who 
handled any supplies manufactured by 
persons not in the combination. 


Knew Combine Was lLllegal. 


“The evidence tended to show that 
the defendants knew when they en- 
tered into this agreement that such 
an arrangement would be unlawful, 
and that they accordingly sought for 
a device behind which to conceal the 
irue character of the combination; 
that, after they had agreed upon al] 
the terms and conditions, and upon re- 
sale prices, that the day before the 
final meeting, at which the agreement 
was to be signed, three members of 
the combination assigned certain’ pat- 
ents for tools, used in the manufacture 
of the wares, to the promoter of the

The prisoner immediately rec- 
ognized Clarke and exclaimed: 

““*T'll go with you, Jack. You'll treat 
me right?” . 

“Clarke pushed his way in between 
the two men, and as he took hold of 
Wimbish, Wood tried to get to the 
young man. He struck at him several 
times with his billy, but each time 
Wimbish managed to dodge the blows. 

“Clarke started off toward the sta- 
tion house with Wimbish, when Wood, 
who had stopped to get his hat which 
he had dropped in the scuffle, ran up 
and caught Wimbish by the left arm,

Wood Strikes Prisoner. 

“T was following close behind ane 
watched the proceeding closely. With- 
out Wimbish making a move toward 
Wood, Wood struck at him. I heard 
the blow land on his head.

“Wimbish then tried to fight Wood, 
and several licks passed, Wood still 
having his billy. ‘I believe it was then 
that Call Officer Watson came up and 
assisted Clarke in marching Wimbisn 
to headquarters.

Hits Prisoner Again. 

“T saw Wood strike Wimbish after 
he had been searched. I was watching 
closely, but never saw that Wood haa 
any provocation to hit the boy. White 
both Wood and Wimbish used viobent 
Oaths, Wimbish never called Wood a 
vile name, ang did not curse him di- 
rectly. I heard Wood say ‘G— d—- 
a& number of times. 

“Wood stated in the station house 
several times that he would have kill- 
ed Wimbish during the street scuffle 
had it not been for the presence of 
‘two rounders’ up the street.

Judge Broyles on Stand. 

The first witness was: Judge Broyles,

“Later I was walking down Deca- 
tur street when I met Mr. Wood. He 
caught me in the belt and said, ‘I 
want you.’ 

“Tapped Me on Knuckles.” 

“I asked him what for. He said he 
didn’t have to tell me, and jerked me 
so hard that my hat fell off. When I 
caught hold of an awning pole and 
tried to lean down to pick up my hat, 
Wood got out his billy and tapped 
me on the Knuckles with it. Here’s 
where he hit me,” and the witness 
showed his hand to the board. 

“Well, he kept on jerking me and 
declaring that he would take me bare- 
headed or beat me to death. I hol- 
lered out to two fellows standing near 
by to hand me my hat. Wood said to 
let my hat alone, and hit at me with 
his billy. At the time he said, ‘I’ll 
beat you to death or take you,’ I had 
hold-of the billy. 

“After one of the boys handed me 
my hat, it fell off again in the scuffle 
and when I tried to pick it up Wood 
Struck at me. I threw up my arm and 
the blow glanced off on my head. 

“Wood pulled out his gun then and 
said, ‘If you don’t come on, I’ll blow 
you full of holes. He put the gun 
right on my stomach as he said that, 
and I galled out to the two fellows, 
one of whom was Davis Coker, to 
Watch this fellow shoot me. About 
that time we had got to Piedmont ave- 
nue, and | saw Mr. Clarke run up. 
I told him I would go with him, be- 
cause he would treat me right. Clarke 
told Wood to let me alone; that he 
would take me.
